1. Press Windows + R to open the Run dialog, type services.msc, and press Enter. 
2. Locate QuickBooksDBXX and QBCFMonitorService. 
3. Ensure these services are running and set to Automatic. 
4. Use QuickBooks File Doctor Tool 
The QuickBooks File Doctor tool can diagnose and fix common errors: 
1. Download and install the QuickBooks Tool Hub. 


2. Open the Tool Hub and select Company File Issues. 


3. Click Run QuickBooks File Doctor and select the company file. 
4. Let the tool scan and repair any issues. 
5. Check Network Connectivity 
Ensure there are no network issues: 
1. Test your network connection by pinging the server from the workstation. 


2. Ensure all computers are connected to the same network and can communicate with each 
other.
